Stubbornly Contested Race 


The third attempt today In the inter- 


national yacht race is not likely to re- 
suit in a race. At 
3.48 o'clock the 


yachts were nearly eight' miles from 
the finish, Columbia leading-, but doubt- 
ful if they could finish in time limit. 


A Oar or Promise 


New York, Oct. 7—It would be im- 


possible to imagine a morning more 
full of promise for a fine race than 
today's. The disappointment of Tues- 
day and Thursday, however, affected 
the spirits of the yachtsmen, for the 
number of excursionists is greatly di- 
minished on the steamers. The wind 
seemed to hold steady and true off the 
hook. 


The Shamrock went out without tow,

Washington, Oct. 7.—The fall cam- 


paifrn for what is commonly termed "the 
preliminary skirmish of 1000" has begun 
in dead earnest. It will soon be possible 
to know the exact attitude toward the 
Philippine question which the Republi- 
cans purpose to take, for President Mc- 
Kinley's speeches, supplemented by 
those of his cabinet, in the next two 
weeks will doubtless pitch the "keynote 
of the campaJg-n." 
There is every evi- 


dence that these speeches will declare 
it to be Republican policy to put down 
the insurrection and restore order, but to 
leave further questions as to the form of 
government of the Philippine islands 
and the amount of American super- 
vision over them wholly to congress and 
the future. 
This will be the gisi of the 


president's speeches. 
He will refuse to 


quairei with anybody who has a plan for 
the future o* the Philippine islands af- 
ter peace is restored; the only man he 
will take issue with is the one who wants 
an immediate withdrawal of our forces 
from the battle lines. 


It goes without saying that a large 


body of voters favor asserting American 
authority in the islands, now that we 
have begun. It is always unpopular to 
advocate a retreat of any sort. Hence 
the administration in making this the 
issue places itself in a strong position. 
Were it to proclaim any definite policy 
for the future of these islands as a logical 
sequel to what has already taken place, 
there would be room for the opposition 
to make headway. Mr. McKinley does 
not intend to give the opposition this 
headway. He wants the greatest lati- 
tude left for selecting the issues of 
1900, 


and so long as he commits himself to 
nothing more than American suprem- 
acy in thp Philippines, he is free to ac- 
cept the advice which the events of the 
future will constitute. 


Those who expect in the series of 


speeches in the west any very radical 
utterances touching anything more than 
the putting down of the insurrection will 
be disappointed. Some presidents would 
have been so angered-by the anti-im- 
perialist movement that they would 
have gone in defiance to an opposite ex- 
treme, and boldly thrown down the 
gauntlet. Mr. McKinley is easy and) 
tactful in his methods, and will never 
let himself or his policy get very far 
away from what he believes to be the 
real heart of the country. 


Meantime prosperity is the one great 


and overtopping argument of Republi- 
can reliance. It will take a good many 
small defections to offset the closing in 
of the ranks which good times may be 
expected to occasion.

And 
may that divine providence who has 
guided us in all our undertakings from 
the inception of the government con- 
tinue his gracious and assuring favor to 
us for evermore."

An elaborate demonstration was held 


at Peoria, Ills., yesterday to welcome 
President McKinley. 
The great event 


was the unveiling of a monument to the 
soldiers of the war of the rebellion. 
The 


monumer«t is a tall shaft of marble, orna- 
mented with bronze groups, commem- 
orating scenes of the Civil war. 
By its 


side had been constructed a platform 
up_on which the president and his party 
took seats to review the procession. 


The monument was presented to the 


city and county by Mrs. Lucie B. Tyng 
and accepted by John C. Kingbury, 
chairman of the board of supervisors, 
and by Mayor Lunch. An address was 
given by Mr. Kingbury, followed by the 
president, who dedicated the monument 
in a formal address. The president said: 


"I am glad to stand about the monu- 


ment dedicated to patriotic service and 
heroic devotion in the holiest cause for 
which mankind ever engaged. 
This 


monument awakens sacred memories, 
and that is its purpose. It was ere'cted 
that it might for all time perpetuate a 
glorious page of American history. 
It 


tells the whole story of the war, the siege, 
the march, bivouac, battle line, the suf- 
fering, sacrifices, of the brave men who, 
from '61 to '65, upheld the flag. It tells 
every page of the history of that civil 
struggle and its triumphant consumma- 
tion at Appomattox Court House, when 
Grant accepted the surrender from Lee 
and we were kept a nation, united again 
forever. 


"I like this monument, 
I like this 


symbol that I face today—the defense of 
the flag. That is what we do whenever 
mid wherever the flag is assailed. 
And 


with us war always sleeps when the as- 
sailants of our flag consent to Grant's 
terms of unconditional surrender. 
I 


could add nothing of patriotic sentiment 
!o that which has already been uttered. 


"But I desire to express in this pres- 


ence my appreciation of the tribute 
which the people of Peoria have paid to 
the brave defenders of the American 
flag in time of our greatest peril. You 
are proud of 
the monument. 
You 


should be proud of the demonstration 
today which led to its unveiling. Six 
thousand children from the schools 
inarching by with the flag of stars in 
their hands, and with the love of country 
In their hearts. 
I could not but think 


as I looked upon that inspiring proces- 
sion that my country was safe. 
God 


bless the schools of America. God bless 
the patriotic women of the United States 
and the patriotic.band that projected and 
carried this monument to a successful 
conclusion." 


At the conclusion of the exercises an 


opportunity was given the people to 
shake hands with the president. 
The 


iparty was next driven to the "Corn 
Palace," a building wholly constructed 
of corn, where the Peoria corn festival 
waa inaugurated by the president. An 
Informal reception andi dinmer at the 
residence of J. B. Greenhut was the clos- 
ing event of the president's visit to 
Peoria. The party boarded the train at 
S:45 and was rapidly carried to Gales- 
burg to spend the night. 


William J. Bryan sat directly behind 


President McKinley at Canton while the 
president delivered a brief address to the 
citizens of that town. A fair Is in prog- 
ress at Canton, and Colonel Bryan had 
been secured to deliver a two hours' 
speech. The Nebraskan was among the 
first to greet President McKinley as h« 
left the train and ascended the platform. 
When the president concluded his ad- 
dress he turned and heartily grasped 
Colonel Bryan's outstretched1 hand. 
"Good-bye, Mr. President," said Col- 
onel Bryan, and the president responded 
with a word o'f farewell. This closed the 
short meriting between tho former rivals 
of 1896, as the presidential train left Im- 
tnedlately.. Colonel ..Prvan. d«Uu»«>a .hi. 


Bryan Gives His Views. 


Canton. Ills.. Oct. 7.—W. J. Bryan 


visited the Canton fetr yesterday and 
delivered an address on the public square 
to an immense audience. 
He 
said: 


"The silver question is not dead, from the 
fact that for a number of years our Re- 
publican friends have been claiming that 
it has been interred. 
They claim that 


the people settled the silver question in 
3896, but this is.not true. --The only party 
before the people in that campaign that 
had a g-old standard platform was the 
gold Democratic party, and that party 
carried only one township, and that was 
in western Kansas, which had in it only 
six voters. 
This does not appear to 


mean the settlement of the silver ques- 
tion." 


He then paid his respects to the trusts, 


which he saad had in the main grown 
up within the last few years, as the re- 
sult of Republican legislation. JJe did 
not agree with Mark Hanna, who, said 
Colonel Bryan, recently said, after re- 
turning from England, tKat the English 
system of government was as good, if 
not better, than the American system. 


About half of his address was de- 


voted to the foreign policy of the ad- 
ministration, claiming that its trend was 
in the direction of imperialism. 
The 


war in the Philippines, he said, was a war 
of ronquest. and not one in the interest 
of republican governments He wanted 
the FiliDiiws treated as the government 
had promised to treat the Cubans. 
In- 


stead of doing- what was being done, he 
thought it would have been better for 
Admiral Dewey, after destroying the 
Spanish fleet, to have left for home.

No One Can Draw Lines on the Two Drifting Races—For- 


eign Boat, However, Has Caused Friends of the 


Columbia to Become Cautious

THE HOLLAND StTBMAKIOTt BOAT. 


The boat made remarkable speed while 


running awash from'her moorings at 
New Suffolk to--the beginning of the 
course. 
The distance 1s about three 


miles, and was covered -hi less-than 30 
minutes. 


At the beginning of the course the sub- 


marine boat was maneuvered so that 
her bows were directly between the two 
small red flags that marked the starting 
point. 
The boat wa& then submerged 


until the conning- tower was just above 
the water. 
In-less-than five seconds 


afterward the boat was .completely sub- 
merged, there being- nothing visible 
above water excepting the small flags 
at the ends of thelOrf onrt masts. 


The first run was made -submerged 


over the one mile course, .at the end of 
which Uie vessel came .tq the surface for 
rapid observation, then making a short 
dive and coming to the surface a short 
distance from the beginning ot the sec- 
ond mile buoys. . The, mile, run under 
water was made In less than 16 minutes, 
while the time tor taking observation 
for changing the position of the vessel 
was madft in less than seven seconds. 
The boat was kept on the course tor more 
than two hours, during which' time she 
dived several times, and' rail at high 
speed both awash and submerged.

New York, Oct. 7.—Former Commodore 


James D.' Smith,, who has been at the 
head, of the New York Yacht club cup 
committee during several past series ot 
races for the America's cup, says: 


"The result of the present series is a 


problem now. Designers, builders, sail- 
makers^ shippers, sailors and yachtsmen 
(American and English) are asking each 
other questions as to what the outcome 
may be. My opinion was that it was one 
sided, with the American boat a sure 
winner, but on results so far, as I s«e 
and read of the boats' performances and 
take reckoning, I am not as certain. I 
still believe that Columbia will keep the 
cup in Amsrica; but I believe that Sir 
Thomas Lipton's pluck, liberality and 
lavish expenditure have been creditable 
and justified, at least, in the present 
light. Shamrock was expected by Brit- 
ish critics to be better than our boat In 
heavy weather. I cannot see that we 
have any reason to under estimate her 
abilities in light winds." 


The feeling on both sides is one of 


confidence. 
Mr. Iselln thinks he will 


win. Sir Thomas l/ipton has a nice little 
corner in the Erin all ready for the cup. 
The public is in doubt, and it must be 
said that there is a feeling of indecision 
among expert yachtsmen. 
The two 


days' of drifting have furnished almost 
nothing on which to baee opinion. They 
have, however, seemed to strengthen 
the belief that Shamrock is a thoroughly 
dangerous proposition. 
This is now a 


well-grounded opinion, and if the two 
days if light airs have done anything 
they have shaken that confident feeling 
that has been prevailing among the 
backers of Columbia. Those who have 
watched most closely every movement 
of the two yachts are firm in the belief 
that there is little to choose between 
them in a drift, and when it is remem- 
bered that the Shamrock people have 
never aseerted that she was a drifter, it 
can be understood that there is reason 
for the rise in Shamrock stock. 


Twice in the two days of racing there | 


have been times when both yachts were 
sailing under exactly similar condi- 
tions—for an hour after the start on 
Tuesday, and fos a like length of time 
after the start on Thursday. Both, were 
sailing dead before the wind, a light 
wind, with the same spread of canvas. 
On Tuesday Shamrock drew away from 
Columbia. 
On Thursday Columbia 


drew away from Shamrock. 
No one 


can draw lines on the racers from this, 
and it can safely be said that tha only 
change tnat has taken place in the feel- 
ing- of observing yachtsmen is one that 
tends to increase the doubt. 


It now looks as though the first race to 


a finish would come in a good, stilt 
breeze. 
If it comes, the world will see 


the greatest struggle for yachting su- 
premacy in the history of international 
racing. 


T.he early rising sailormen of Columbia 


heard the whimpering of the wind at the 
Hook yesterday and they saw in the 
rainstorm the prospect of a real day's 
rest. There was a look in the sky which 
hinted that some other anchorage might 
be better. So the consort 
wag called 


ahead, and a little after 9 o'clock the tow 
began. Columbia was jogged along 
tasily. A little under two hours from 
the time she left har anchorage inside 
the Horseshoe Columbia anchored off 
Bay Ridge. The wind seemed to hav« 
an extra jam. in it then, and so, after 
making fast to the buoy, the anchor was 
got over as well. 


Snugged down at la«t, the only work 


of the day for the white jackets was be- 
gun. This was the inspection of the 
racer. Aloft and below the Deer Isle 
men clambered and worked. Every part 
had to etand the inspection, although 
there was small chance of any strain 
having taken place in Thursday's light 
breeze. Back to the tender the men 
turned for the noon day meal. The re- 
mainder of the afternoon was spent, by 
all in their quarters. 


Shamrock lay all day tossed on the 


white-capped waves off the Horseshoe 
and watched anxiously from the deck of 
the Erin by Sir Thomas Lipton and his 
guests. The only sign of life upon the 
deck was a sailor clad in oilskins, pacing 
back and forth, keeping watch. When 
Sir Thomas was told that Columbia had 
departed for a more sheltered anchorage, 
he asked laughingly if the American 
beauty could not stand the wind and 
weather as well as Shamrock. 


Nothing whatever has been done to 


Shamrock since Thursday's race, as the 
light airs which floated across the water 
then would not have broken a linen 
thread, and the overhauling of the rig- 
ging and halyards was dispensed with. 


Everything that ingenuity could con- 


trive or skill effect has already been done 
upon the challenger, and she ia now 
ready to abide the Issue, be it whatever 
it may. She Is in perfect condition for 
the race. 


Mr. Lipton stated that Captain B«n 


Parker, although he was on board Sham- 
rock In Thursday's race, took no part in 
sailing her.

tondon, Oct. 7.—While the distaste for 


war evidently Increases in Great Brit- 
ain, dispatches from the scene of pos- 
sible hostilities grow more and more 
lurid. 
Advices from Pretoria describe 


the Transvaal organs as crying for im- 
possible terms, and President Kruger 
as referring to the prospective struggle 
as a means of setting the republic totally 
free of England. 


It is now practically certain that par- 


liament will meet on Oct. 17. Reserves 
will be summoned today in sufficient 
number to bring up to a war strength 
the regiments warned to hold themselves 
in readiness for service in South Af- 
rica, or about one-sixteenth of the total 
reserve. 


Dispatches ffom Cape Town of doubt- 


ful authenticity allege that the Boer or- 
ganization in the field is already break- 
ing down and that friction is developing 
between the artillery who are regulars 
and the burghers' commanders. 


A dispatch from Mafeking announces 


that Commandant Cronje of the Boer 
forces has been promoted to the rank of 
general, and is massing 6000 Boers, with 
artillery, near Ramathlabama, north of 
Mafeking. The dispatch adds that Gen- 
eral Cronje has sent a message to the 
camp of the imperial troops that he will 
cross the border at the first shot fired in 
Natal. 


It is understood that Harry Escombe, 


former premier of Natal, is going to 
Pretoria in the interest of peace. 


Thousands of natives are reported to 


have invaded Johannesburg, and the 
authorities decided to march them, under 
escort, out of the country. Last night 
two natives entered a clothing store kept 
by a Jew and stabbed the proprietor in 
the neck, severing his -u indpipe. 
Two 


Jewish storekeepers in the Kast Rand 
have been murdered by natives, and the 
Kaffirs are raiding all the places where 
they think liquor is stored. 
The war 


commission, acting under the govern- 
ment's instructions, will issue advice to 
storekeepers to remove the barricades 
they have erected, on the ground that 
the government's guarantee of protec- 
tion ought*) be sufficient. 


All the reliable intelligence 
from 


South Africa points to a continuance 
of the existing situation for some time, 
a» both sides are apparently 
diffident 


about commencing an attack, although 
fiom the dispatches receive* here it 
seems as if every movement of a patrol 
and every cloud of dust raised by a herd 
of cattle were turned into a general ad- 
vance by both armies. 


The delay is all to the good, inasmuch 


as it gives time for further negotiations, 
and indications apparently show a will- 
ingness on the part of the British gov- 
ernment to continue to utilize diplomacy. 


A well-defined conviction is prevalent 


that the foreign office is trying to dis- 
cover a way out of the impasse which 
has been created by admitted mistakes 
and miscalculations, and it is evident 
that peace advocates and peace counsels 
are gaining ground, although Mr. Cham- 
berlain's refusal to seize the chance 
given him by the petition of 58 membei s 
of the Cape house of assembly to point 
out in his reply that the Boers have still 
an opportunity of accepting Great Bri- 
tain's previous offer, so long as her new 
proposals remain unformulated, seems 
to show a personal determination on the 
part of the secretary of state for the 
colonies not to yield an iota in the in- 
terest of peace, 


Addressing a peace meeting at Carnar- 


von last evening John Morley asked the^ 
country to realize the predicament to 
which 'it had been brought by unhappy 
diplomacy and the bedlamite counsels of 
,the war press and the war party. "If," 
said Mr. Morley, "President Kruger had 
'accepted the franchise proposal of Sept. 
8, with reliance upon the convention of 
1884. he would have been planted behind 
diplomatic entrenchments, which by fair 
and reasonable means could not have 
been forced. Even after that 
refusal 


there was still room for a friendly settle- 
ment; but just as the Transvaal made a 
mistake our government capped it by 
withdrawing the franchise proposals." 


It Is said that the British government 


has applied to Signor Marconi with a 
view of employing his system of wireless 
telegraph in the Transvaal campaign. 


Visited the Soldiers' Home. 


Washington, Oct. 7.—Admiral Dewey 


received an ovation at the soldiers' home 
yesterdayv about two miles beyond the 
city limits. He drove out there during 
the afternoon, and General Ruggles, the 
governor of the home, introduced him to 
the veterans. The admiral told the 
veterans In a brief speech that he had 
"never learned to appreciate the true 
valor and the noble qualities of the 
American soldiers till he had seen them 
fight In the Philippines. He had noth- 
ing but the highest esteem, lie said, for 
the American soldiers and would always 
treasure their friendship.

Women a* Farmers 


Women who own and run-their farms 


without a»y male assistance, consti- 
tute thirty per cent, of the farming 
population of Kansas and Oklahoma. 
Women and girls who are now engaged 
in farm work fti Kansas constitute 
fifty Eer cent, of the farming poula- 
tion. This large percentage is partly 
caused by the absence of the Twenti- 
eth Kansas volunteers in the Philip- 
pines, 
all 
excepting 
a 
few 
of 


whom are farmers, and who, upon go- 
ing to war, left their farm work in the 
hands of their, wives, sisters and sweet- 
hearts. To say that these women have 
failed to do their duty in cultivating 
the crops, would meet with as much 
merited contradiction as to charge the 
Twentieth Kansas with having 
been 


afraid to charge1 the enemy. 


In fact , Kansas will produce larger 


crops this year than any preceding sea- 
son in the state's history. The wheat 
crop will be a little short, but that was 
caused by a qold winter. Of every other 
cereal and farm product there will be' 
a superabundance. To the Kansas wo, 
men, with her usiual daring grit and 
obstinate resolve, is due these excel- 
lent crops. The labor they have per- 
formed merits* all the honor and wealth 
these crops bring forth, 


During times of peace thirty per cent, 


of the farmers in Kamsas ars women, 
while Oklahoma comes forward with 
about the same percentage. At present 
the Oklahoma women are slightly be- 
hind their Kansas sisters in numbers, 
but not in the amount of work. Okla- 
homa women, although they have not 
been as long engaged on farms, are more 
active and can do more work and get 
better results. _That their cropsi yield 
a larger acreage is due, somewhat, to 
the fertile soil, which is also new and 
-nore productive than Kansas la.nd. 
But between the women of the state 
md territory there is no jealousy. Each 
3:0 about their own work, bent upon 
making a large crop with the same ear- 
nest zeal as the most steadfast German 
farmer. 
The number of women who 


\vork on farms In Kansas will reach 
over 5,000, while the entire number of 
farmers' in the state aggregates 17,000, 
exclusive of families. In Oklahoma the 
population is smaller, bul the percent- 
age is about equal.—W. R. Draper, in 
Frank Leslie's Popular 
Monthly for 


October. 


The Conscience or Nation* 


Capta.in A. T. Mahan, U. S N., on'e Of 


the American delegates to the recent 
Congress at The Hague, publishes an 
article in the North American Review 
for October on "The Peace Conference 
and the Moral Aspect of War." He 
halls with satisfaction the declaration 
in favor of arbitration which was tht 
result of the conference, but urges that 
in the application of even such a"ben- 
eflcient principle as arbitration, a na- 
tion may go too far; since there may- 
arise from time to time issues In the

Inspiring Addresses on Methods of 


Work in Baptist Church 


The fall institute of the North Berk- 


shire district of the Massachusetts 
Sunday school association was held 
yesterd"ay afternoon and evening In the 
Baptist church of this city. The meet- 
ings were largely attended, and were 
notable for the excellence of the ad- 
dresses given. The district Includes 26 
Sunday schools, in this city, Adams, 
Willlamstown, 
Clarksburg, 
Florida, 


Savoy and Stamford, Vt. This city, 
Adams and Williamstown -were large- 
ly represented, while the attendance 
from the smaller towns was not so 
large in proportion. 
The number of 


Sunday school teachers who attended 
was above the average, and showed a 
lively interest on the part of the 
teachers in the work of the association. 


The first session began at 2 o'clock, 


antl continued through the afternoon 
arid evening. Both sessions were mark- 
ed by some inspiring addresses, and 
throughout the session, all that was 
said was of a most practical and help- 
ful nature. 


Rev. 
W. L. Tenney led the opening 


devotional exercises, and President R. 
A. Thompson of this> city gave 
the 


president's report, showing the In- 
crease that had been made In the 
number of Sunday school teachers and 
pupils of the district. 


Hamilton S. Conant, the field secre- 


tary of the association, was present 
and made the first address, on "Making 
the Sunday school service effective." 
Mr. Conant is an interesting speaker, 
and he brought out strongly the need 
of making the opening exercises of the 
school a distinct service instead of a 
mere formal exercise. He illustrated 
his address with practical suggestions 
along- the line of his thought 


Mrs. 
A. A. Stebbins, the new secre- 


tary of the home deoartment work, 
spoke on plans of works in: this branch, 
the idea of which is to interest those 
who cannot attend the Sunday school 
in Bible study, in connection with the 
lessons of the school. 


Judge Hitchcock of Chicopee spoke on 


"Grading the Sunday school, why and 
how." 
He spoke on the advantages of 


having as suplemental to the regular 
study of the lessons sonrs consecutive 
Bible study, to be graded and carried 
consistenly through all the grades of 
the school, with examinations on the 
work done. 


Superintendent I. F. Hall of this city 


gave an interesting address on "Teach- 
ing in the Sunday school.'" He sp"ke of 
the fact that teaching was much the 
same in its spirit everywhere, and 
therefore what he would be able to say 
of public school teaching would apply 
with equal force to Sunday school work. 
He outlined the order of procedure in 
developing the child's mind. First 
must come interest, without arousdng 
which no successful work can be done 
with the child. Following this work 
should be done along the lines of asso- 
ciation of ideas, repetition, bringing- to 
bear on the mind with as much force as 
possible thf same ideas? with enough 
variety to keep them from becoming 
tiresome, conduct, or the inspiration tn 
action from these ii^easv and 
flna'ly 


habit, which comes when the child is so 
thoroughly trained thnt the method of 
life based on the teachings r-jci'lved 
shall become almost instinctive. 


Miss B. F. Telia,' the state primary 


and junior secretary, talked, interest- 
iig-iy on the work of these two Tados.

ELECTRIC CAPSULE MAKING. 


Prop One In tire Cell, and Your Cur- 


rent la Ready For Use. 


A company has been formed under 


the laws of New Jersey to do business 
In electric capsules, says the New York 
Sun. 
According to the promoters of 


the enterprise, a combination of chem- 
icals has been invented to be dissolved 
in the cell of electric batteries. This 
new combination of cuemicali Is so 
powerful, according to the company, 
that a three grain capsule of It put Into 
an ordinary battery cell will yield 
enough electricity to run a 16 candle 
power incandescent light for one hour. 
It is said that the chemical can be sold 
as cheaply as calomel. It is also said 
that the new agent -will not consume 
zinc in the battery as rapidly as the 
solution now in use. 


The value of the chemical Is kept 


secret. The members of the company 
say that." there is that in the combina- 
tion which makes successful analysis 
Impossible and that they will not there- 
fore patent it. The capsules that are 
to do all these things contain a fine 
•white powder. The company says that 
its capsules can be easily transported 
in large or small quantities and can be 
kept in warehouses or country stores 
for an indefinite length of time. The 
particular advantage to be gained from 
its use, they say, will be its application 
to automobiles. The recharging of 
storage batteries will be no longer nec- 
essary when a battery can he started 
up at full strength by merely dropping 
a capsule into it. 


Every farmer, camper, yachtsman 


and householder can have his own elec- 
tric light plant. The capsules are not 
yet on the market. The stock of the 
company that owns the secret, how- 
ever, is.

^AUTOMATIC SIGNALING; 


Inperlmtendevt'i Device to Bemlafl 


Trmimneu of Order*. 


An automatic electrical signaling de- 


Vice for use oo railroad trains to pre- 
vent engineers and trainmen from for- 
getting train orders has been patent- 
ed by General Superintendent W. H. 
Btillwell of the Rock Island railroad. 
It is without a doubt one of the best 
eignal devices of its kind yet invent- 
ed, as its main feature consists in be- 
ing automatic, thus relieving trainmen 
from any attention to its working 
parts. That there is great need for 
eucb an invention of this kind there is 
no doubt, as a large per cent of the 
wrecks and accidents in railroading are 
due to the negligence of trainmen, un- 
intentionally forgetting their train or- 
ders. This device is for use in the cab 
of the engine, but may be placed on 
any part of the train. Its mechanism, 
according to the Topeka State Journal, 
may be described briefly as follows: 


In the cab of the engine, directly in 


front of the engineer's seat or other 
suitable place, is fastened the order 
holding board, with electric alarm bell 
attached. Connected to the top of this 
board is a spring pressed clip, design- 
ed for holding the train orders. Direcjt- 
ly under this clip are two metal con- 
tact points through which the electric 
current must pass to reach the alarm 
bell. At another place in the cab, with- 
in easy reach of the engineer, is the 
contact closer and breaker. This la 
an electric switch with lever arm at- 
tachment for closing and breaking the 
current. 


Directly under and on the outside of 


the cab, usually to the back and just 
outside of the rear driving wheel, is 
the striker rod, moving up and down in 
a slot and held downward by a strong 
spiral spring. 
The lower end of this 


rod is provided with a roller designed 
to engage with the lifting block. The 
lifting block, a trifle higher in the cen- 
ter and tapering at both ends, is placed 
at the side of the track just outside the 
rail, a suitable distance on each side of 
every station or at such other points 
along the route where trains are ac- 
customed to pass. 


Now, 
to illustrate. The train ap- 


proaches a station. There are train 
orders under the clip. As soon as the 
striker rod is pressed upward by the 
lifting block the lever of the circuit 


J closer is forced upward and the circuit 


closed. This causes the electric bell 


1 to ring and attracts the attention of the 


engineer or fireman to the orders un- 
der the clip, which may have been for- 
gotten. By pressing down the lever, 
which is within easy reach, the circuit 
Is broken and the bell ceases ringing 
until another lifting block is passed 
and the signal device is again thrown 
into action. Should there be no orders 
uiulor the clip, when the lifting block 
throv.-p the circuit into action, no alarm 
is gircn. ns the" current does not reach 
the bell, but Is short circuited by the 
clip comir.s: in contact with the metal 
points, placed directly beneath It.

'SIDEWALK OF 'IRON RUST. 


It I» the \ovel Idea of a Woman 


From Maine. 


People passing the North End park 


recently in Boston were no doubt sur- 
prised to see a 'young woman on her 
hands and knees In the midst of a 
gang of workmen engaged In building 
a sidewalk. 


Miss AVinnie M. Robinson, hailing 


from Oxford county, Me., who was do- 
ing the work, is a pioneer woman eon- 
tractor in the United States. 
She is 


about 26 years ot age. She has invent- 
ed a new kind of sidewalk, says the 
Boston Herald, but, as she does not 
want any one to take her word for It 
unsupported, she obtained a permit 
from the city of Boston to build a sec- 
tion and allow time and use to prove 
Its worth. 


The sidewalk presents much the 


Baine appearance as does asphalt as 
far as its smoothness is concerned, 
but its color is a reddish hue. 
Those 


who have seen it say it looks like iron 
rust, and such it really Is, for it is a 
sidewalk made of iron rust. It remain- 
ed for the inventive skill of a woman 
to utilize peroxide of iron filings so 
that when mixed with chemicals and 
solutions a mixture Is formed much 
the same as a mortar, and when spread 
out and allowed to harden it forms a 
solid mass. 


Two or three years ago, while at 


work in a mine operated by her father 
In Nova Scotia, her trained eye as an 
expert mineralogist noticed that what 
was once ore had formed Itself into a 
mass with a quantity of gravel. Miss 
Robinson immediately saw there were 
excellent possibilities by combining the 
ore and gravel. She accordingly made 
experiments to determine Just how 
such a firm substance was formed, 
and as a result.sh.e formed the com- 
bination of materials which Is to be 
seen at the North End park.

ONE OF DEWETS HEROES. 


tlnnner Who Wrecked the Relna 


CrUtina Tell* Story ot tlie Shot. 
The hero of Olympia's forward 8 inch 


guns Is Nicholas W. Phillips, official 
rating "gunner's mate, first class, U. S. 
8. Olympia." It was he who with one 
shot from the starboard 8 inch gun de- 
etroyed Admiral Montljo's flagship, 
Reina Cristina, and the shell killed 
about 150 men. 


The shot went from stern to bow of 


the Cristina. Admiral Dewey himself, 
standing on the bridge, directly over 
the great gun, testifies to the accuracy 
of the shot Phillips Is short and stock- 
lly built and exceedingly modest. Ac- 
cording to a New York dispatch to the 
Philadelphia Press, he tells of the shot 
In these words: 


"As the Olympia was maneuvering 


for position the Spanish admiral on the 
Cristina came at us. He expected to 
ram us, and as so»n as her nose was 
pointed directly at us we let her have 
one of the 8 Inch shells from the star- 
board forward gnu. The shell struck 
her full in the face, carrying away the 
admiral's bridge and some of her upper 
works. 


"We saw the shot wa* too high, aad 


Admiral Dewey, on the bridge, sent 
word to the turret that the shots must 
be nearer the water line. The Crlsfma 
was in trouble and Immediately under-( 
took to check her headway in order to 
get out of range. When the stern post 
was opposite the gun, we gave her an- 
other shell from the same gun. That 
was the one which pat the Cristina out 
of business. It went from stern to bow. 


"The officers' cabins were being used 


for hospitals, but after that shell went 
through they didn't need any more hos- 
pitals. The same shell broke a steam 
pipe below, and none of the engineers 
or firemen escaped. That one shot, we 
estimate, killed, nearly 150 persons."

Not that much could ever be obtained 
ia the way of what one would call 
conversation, for "Oom Paul," though 
really an affable and kindly old gen- 
tleman when "not on show," is before 
strangers brusque, taciturn and morose 
by turns, refuses to speak English, 
though he understands It as perfectly 
as yon or I, and insists on his visitors 
having a Dutch interpreter.

There is no attempt 
at "show" or "fashion" in the cut of 
her clothes. 
She hates the intrusive 


uitlander like a true Boer and can't 
think why he can't stay at home and 
"mind his own business."

and state papers a contrivance of this 
kind is simply invaluable. I mentioned 
the other day in these columns that 
Queen Victoria was pbliged to sign at 
least 50,000 documcrits of various kinds 
during the course of every 12 months. 
The number of documents which re- 
ceived the signature and the attention 
of the kaiser during the same period is 
more than twice as many.— Marquis 
de Fontenoy in St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

PIG OE DATE FROSTING. 


These frostinigs are excellent to uce 


upon any kind of cake, but as they are 
rather rich in themselves, they seem 
better suited for light, white cake. If 
figs are preferred, they should be 
chopped fine; if dates, the stones and as 
much as possible o£ the white lining 
should be removed, and then they should 
be chopped fine. For a good-sized loaf 
Of cake, baked in two layers, use a scant 
quarter of a pound of either the choppeJ 
dates or ftgs, put into a double boiler or 
saucepan with a very little boiling wa- 
ter—just enough to make the mass 
pliable. Let them stand and heat while 
the syrup is boiling. For this two cups 
of fine granulated sugar and half a cup 
of boiling water is required^ Boil with- 
out stiri ing till the syrup taken upon the 
spoon or skewer will "thread1." Do not 
allow It to boil too hard at first. When 
the eugar is thoroughly melted, move 
the saucepan to a hotter part of the 
stove so that it may boil more vigorous- 
ly. Have ready the whites of two eggs 
beaten dry; now, to them add the flg or 
date paste and pour the boiling syrup in 
a fine stream over the two, beating all 
the time. Beat occasionally while cook- 
ing, and when thoroughly cold add one 
teaspoonful of lemon extract, and it is 
ready for use. These frostings may be a 
trifle sticky the day they are made, es- 
pecially if the syrup is not boiled very 
long, but the stickiness disappears by 
the second day, even if ke£t in a stone 
jar.

Stew slowly two pounds of prunes in j 


sufficient water to well cover them till ' 
soft and well done, then pour into a. col- ; 
ander to cool, returning the liquid to I 
the kettle. Into the liquid put one and 
one-half coffee cups of sugar, an<1 one 
package of gelatine soaked for half an 
hour in a little cold water. While this i 
is simmering-, stone the prunes, return I 
them to the kettle, simmer ten minuirs j 
longer, and then pour into wet moulds, i 
Serve with cream -nhipped or plain: 
keep the prunes as nearly whole as pos- 
sible. If whipped cream is used sweet- 
en and flavor with vanilla. 


VIRGINIA FRIED CHICKEN. 


Dice and fry one-half pound of salt 


pork until it is well rendered. Cut up 
a young chicken, soak for half an hour 
in salt and -/ater, wipe dry, season with 
pepper, roll in flour, and fry in the hot 
fat until each piece is of a rich brown 
color. Take up and set aside in a warm- 
ing closet. Pour into the gravy one cup 
of milk—half cream is better; thicken 
with a spoonful of flour, and add a spoon- 
ful of butter, and chopped parsley; boil 
up and pour over the hot chicken, or, if 
preferred, serve without the cream 
gravy, with bunches of fried parsley. 
Plain boiled rice should accompany this.

A thing that strikes a visitor in many; ' 


e household unfavorably is the fact that 
th« roast, be it joint or bird, comes on to 
the table carved (cut up would be a 
better term) Instead of being carved by 
the head of the house when all are seated • 
at the table. 


"Carving Is an art!" 
you 
exclaim. < 


Very well, then practice the art till you . 
have mastered it. It will not take a 
life time to learn the anatomy of a tur- 
key or the general formation of a roast 
of beef. Practice and a, few hints ought 
to make you a reasonable carver in a 
few weeks and enable you to serve your 
Christmas dinner as it should be done, 
in this respect. 


First and an essential thing to carving 


Is a good knife, fork and steel. No blada 
of an inferior quality should be accepted 
even as a gift. Get the best and keep it 
^ 


sharp. The steel will aid you in this and 
its use should be studied to get the best 
results. New there are many different 
ways 'of cutting up a roast but In fact 
but a few correct -mays, generally speak- 
ing but one This correct method is the 
one you should aim to master and I 
will try and point out in general terms 
what I consider it to be. 


As a first lesson we choose turkey as 


a subject and assume that it is before 
you on the dining table. Tour Beat to be 
best adapted to the work before you 
should be a little higher than the or- 
dinary chair as it is not good form to 
stand when carving and in a low seat 
you are at a disadvantage. Carving 
depends upon skill and not upon strength 
so the conditions should be of the best, 


Place the dish so the head of the tur- 


key is fartherest from you and begin 
the attack by sticking your fork into 
the wing and drawing it back toward ths 
leg pass your knife underneath and you 
will easily remove it at the joint. N°xt 
slip your knife between the leg and the 
body, to cut through the joint and with 
the fork turn the leg bifk and the j'Mn 
r 


will giv.e way. Separate the drumsm.k 
from the second joint as it is oftpn di i-^ 
1. 


in ceoking and not desirable while tl R 
second joint is esteemed by many as tlie^ 
choice cut of the turkey. 


The wing and leg from one side being 


removed you cut slices from the breast 
securing the white meat so much es- 
teemed by many. Turn the turkey over 
and repeat the operation on the other 
side and then enter your knife into the^ 
breast over the lucky bone and loosen it 
lifting it with your fork, cut off the neck 
and side strips of meat and you have left 
before you the skeleton of a bird which of 
course you will put aside to serve later 
as an aid in the preparation of so-up 
stock for a later meal. These rules in 
general apply to the carving of all fowl 
and if followed will enable you in a short 
time to carve with neatness and dis- 
patch. 


In carving a leg of pork, mutton or 


ham begin across the middle cutting the 
slices quite down to the bone. The ham 
especially should be cut thin as Its flavor 
is not so marked when cut thick. 


Rib or sirloin beef should also bs cut 


thin. It is a rule never to serve the 
first or outside slice unless your guest 
request a cut of that kind. In fact this 
applies to all kinds of roasts. All meata 
should be carved across the grain ia 
the general rule for carving. 


Game birds like woodcock, cuall anil 


small grouse are simply split lown the 
back giving each person one-hajf a 
iJlrd with a fair proportion of the stuf- 
fing. 


In carving steaks of all kinds be care- 


ful and never serve any bone to your 
guests. This it is your duty as carver to 
remove, leaving it on the platter. 


Practice is what will be needed ten 


make you proficient in all the essentials 
of carving. The head of a family should 
not neglect this part of his duty and h,« 
will not if he regards the favor of those 
who share his hospitality.

Out Program 


NOT A DESECRATION OF DAY 


To Visit Greylock Sunday Morning. 


Professor Mails Letter Here to 
Baptist Church's Protest. Over 
130 Persons on the Excursion 


The excursion of science students 


from Boston, under the direction o£ 
Professor George H. Barton, reached 
this city on a special train at 12.40 
this afternoon. 
This is the excursion 


against whose proposed trip to Grey- 
lock on Sunday morning the Baptist 
church etered a protest Thursday night, 
as reported yesterday. 
The interest 


taken in his protest has been great in 
the city, and there was a large crowd 
present at the station to see the ar- 
rival and departure for Hoosac moun- 
tain of the excursion. 


There were about 130 in the party, 


and Professor Barton was busily en- 
gaged in getting the big crowd into the 
wagons and started off on the first part 
of the trip. A Transcript representative 
asked the professor if he had leceived 
the letter of protest from the church 
here. Ho stopped long enough to speak 
of the affair, and to give his position, 
which he said he wished understood. 


He said he had not received the" letter, 


but that he knew of the protest from 
the Boston papers, which reported it in 
dispaches- from this city. He handel 
the reporter a letter addressed to the 
Baptist church, which he asked to have 
mailed, so that the officers of the church 
\\ould get it this evening. When asked 
what answer he had made, he said he 
had explained the nature of the excur- 
sion, which is an annual affair, for sci- 
entific purposes, pointing out its char- 
acter and the character of the people 
who came with him. He wrote that 
he considered a trip of the kind to one 
of the most glorious scenes of natural 
beauty in the state to be as truly wor- 
ship for those who took the trip as 
would be chin-ch services on that day. 
He stated his position courteously, but 
firmly, aud trusted that it would be 
understood. 


Here the professor was called away 


to attend to the further details of get- 
ting the party started. 


The action of the church has been the 


chief feature of discussion in the city 
today, and sides have been freely taken. 
The sentiment of the majority seem?: lo 
be that the excursion is a propei om>. 
and no more a violation of the sacred- 
ness of Sunday, even less in fact, than 
many of the trips to the mountain, and 
other places taken by local people 
throughout the summer. 


The excursionists left the city Im- 


mediately on arrival, Flagg's liverv 
having the contract to carry them over 
the mountain to the eastern portal. 
There are about half the party will re- 
turn to Boston on the evening train. 
About 6.' will return to this city on the 
5 o'clock train through the tunnel, and 
will pass the night at the 
Wilson 


house. Prof Barton has arranged to 
neak in normal school hall this eve- 
' i--. giving an illustrated lecture on 
ge< ' "v to his class and such others as 
care to ittend. 


The paitv will have breakfast at the 


Wilson at 5 o'clock, and at 6 o'clock to- 
rn orrow morning will l»ave for the 
summit of Greylock. The party will 
probably leave for Boston tomorrow 
nierht

"A smile spread over Prof. Barton's 


face last evening when he was told of 
the protest of the good people of the 
First Baptist church of North Adams. 
He remarked that he eaw no reason to 
change his plans for the geological 
excursion to that place. 


The members of the party will leave 


the North station this morning, and as- 
suredly will not change their minds, as 
they have made arrangements with 'a 
view to taking advantage of a special 
railroad excursion. Prof. Barton said 
there would be no 'demonstration on 
Sunday, as the students and teachers 
who will accompany him have a seri- 
ous purpose. Study in the field is part 
of a course in geology, given voluntary 
by Prof. Barton in the teachers' school 
of science of the Boston Societv of 
Natural History. Three-fourths of the 
party will be women teachers, so that 
the percentage of Technology students 
will be small. As Saturday and Sun- 
day are the only days which teachers 
have for such research, they feel justi- 
fied in using their opportunities."
